There passes among us now and then a 
quietly efficient life, which catches the atten 
tion of its fellows. Death stops the earthly 
footsteps, but in so doing focuses the charac 
ter of that life as though a strong light were 
shining. If it be a young life, with promise in 
it more than fulfilment, all the more remark- 
able it becomes that ottr attention is at 
tracted.

T CONDITIONS ACCENTUATED BY ATTEMPTS 


TO FLOUT LAW OF SUPPLY AND DEMAND 


Instead of Resisting Economic Trends We Must Cooperate with Them — Commends Efforts 
to Relieve Unemployment—Believes Those Out of Work Deficient Physically or Not 
Sufficiently Trained Mentally to Stand the Test of the Survival of the Fittest 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, November 
21, 1930. I heartily endorse the concerted 
efforts now being made to relieve unemploy- 
ment. ‘The problem has reached a stage ap- 
proaching national emergency. The disas- 
trous consequenc es of unemployment as seen 
in bread lines and soup kitchens stir all of us 
to take every possible step to alleviate 
human suffering. Just how many involun- 
tarily idle man and women there are in the 
United States no one knows. The Inter- 
national Labor Office at Geneva places the 
figure at 4,000,000. Our own Census esti- 
mated about 2,500,000 last April. Since that 
time, of course, the problem has grown, so 
the real figure probably lies somewhere 
between 3,500,000 and 4,000,000. Such a 
situation requires strenuous thought and 
action on the part of government and busi- 
ness leaders. 

We, must however, remember that we are 
witnessing the inevitable consequence of the 
business cycle in which an area of correction 
ys follows a period of over-expansion. 
Exactly ten years ago we passed through the 
post-war depression of 1920 and 1921, which 
came as a corrective readjustment to the 
abnormal inflation brought about by the 
World War. Today we find ourselves in a 
depression due to the same fundamental 
causes, but accentuated this time because of 
attempts made all over the world to flout the 
fundamental Law of Supply and Demand. 
While relief measures for unemployment 
are necessary and must be taken at this time, 
at best they can only be of temporary bene- 
fit until we clearly understand the basic 
reasons for the world depression. We must 
shape our course in cooperation with rather 
than in resistance to underlying economic 
forces. 


Artificial Restrictions Partly to Blame 

This period of depression and unemploy- 
ment is not confined to this country alone 
but is especially severe in Germany, Great 
Britain, Italy, South America, and nearly 
all other countries except France. To a con- 
siderable extent it results from past attempts 
to artificially restrict production and regular 
prices throughout the world. One after 
another we have seen these attempts fail. 
Great Britain under the Stevenson Act 
attempted to maintain an artificial price for 
rubber, This merely stimulated production 
in other countries with a resulting surplus so 
great that rubber prices collapsed. Brazil 
endeavored to maintain an artificial price 
for coffee and succeeded for a while. Then 
the flood of production swamped the whole 
valorization scheme and brought down on 


South America not only ruinous declines 
in coffee prices, but also general economic 
depression, and finally political revolution 

In this country we attempted to peg the 
price of wheat and cotton, which merely 
aggravated the decline. The Law of Supply 
and Demand ultimately overflows all arti- 
ficial price boundaries, just as the Law of 
Action and Reaction finally governs the 
major fluctuations of business. Certain re 
tail prices have resisted the downward 
movement more than wholesale prices and 
possibly further readjustment is to come 
before that situation is thoroughly deflated. 
The only way to cure unemployment is to 
give people work, and to provide work there 
must be increased consumption, There will 
be increased consumption as prices become 
more and more attractive to the consumers 
Instead of resisting economic trends we 
must cooperate with them. 


Emergency Felief Measures 


Meanwhile, however, there are certain 
things to be done which promise some im- 
mediate relief. | approve highly of the buy- 
ing campaigns which have been started 
throughout the country. These projects are 
in line with sound ecomonics and should 
help remedy the immediate situation, Al- 
though wholesale prices have fallen faster 
than retail and the best bargains are available 
to the manufacturers who use industrial raw 
and semi-finished materials, it is also true 
that retail prices are lower than they have 
been for a long time. Purchases made now 
for most necessaries of life ‘are good bargains 
and will reward the shopper in terms of 
intrinsic values as well as afford a patriotic 
impetus to general business. 

I also believe the plan of staggering work 
so that one shift works three days a week and 
the other shift the other three days is a sound 
practice, By spreading the buying power 
around it also increases the volume of trade. 
Use Idle Time to Educate Workers 

It is my experience over more than a quar- 
ter of a century of the closest study that 
whenever there is any considerable unem- 
ployment, most of these people who are out 
of work are either deficient physically or 
else they are not sufficiently trained mentally 
to stand the acid test of the survival of the 
fittest. Hence, I make the following pro- 
posal as the soundest and most practical 
program for the various groups which all 
over the country are trying to do something 
about unemployment: 

Establish in each community a public 
employment clinic where the man out of 
work registers. Before he can be helped he 


shall be physically examined, and if he suff 
ers from any remediable troubles let arrange 
ments be made to improve his condition 
Then during the period that he is out of 
work provide schools for adult education 
which he can attend. Our present school 
buildings would offer temporary facilities 
at night for this together with special in 
dustrial schools where he could improve 
himself in his trade or perhaps learn one. In 
brief, instead of wasting the time of the un 
employed, let them use this period of idle 
ness in preparing themselves for the future. 

Individual industrial concerns, for instance 
which have temporarily let go part of their 
staffs or are running on part time, should 
start educational classes in their plants. Pay 
the carfare of the workers who temporarily 
are idle and assemble them for the purpose 
of teaching them more about the particular 
company’s business which they depend 
upon for their livelihood. Such a step would 
not cost much and it would take up the slack 
not only in the constructive way, but it 
would serve to keep up the morale of men 
and women to whom the dreary repetition 
of daily trudging sidewalks looking for jobs 
when there are no jobs is a tragic reality. 


Time for United Effort 


We thought enough of our fellow citizens 
when the nation was at war to train them for 
their duties and to spare no expense in doing 
so. We saw to it that physical fitness was a 
first requisite for every man and in an ama- 
zingly short time we raised the standards of 
physical fitness throughout the land to the 
highest point in the history of the nation. 
Are the responsibilities of peace any less our 
duty than those of war? 

Inasmuch as the real causes of the present 
situation are to be found in the preceding 
area of prosperity and that this depression 
is nothing more nor less than the reaction 
from the reaction from absurd speculation, 
inflation, and interference with natural 
economic laws, the present phase of our 
troubles will pass and the cure will be af- 
fected just as it has been in previous periods. 
We know that the area of depression is 
assuming large proportions. That being the 
case it should not be so very long before we 
find things improving. Let us put our shoul 
ders to the wheel, let us meet with public- 
spirited willingness, the needs of the situa- 
tion.

The First Thanksgiving Proclamation 

Few Americans know that the original 
Presidential Thanksgiving Proclamation was 
lost for over a hundred years; that it was 
found at an auction sale in 1921; that it was 
bought by the Library of Congress for $300; 
and that it now reposes in the archives of that 
institution—one of the most valuable docu- 
ments in the world. The Division of Inform- 
ation and Publication of the George Washing- 
ton Bicentennial Commission, in a state- 
ment issued today, relates the story of the 
lost proclamation. 

On September 25, 1789, Elias Boudinot 
introduced the following resolution in the 
House of Representatives: 

“Resolved, That a joint committee of both 
Houses be directed to wait upon the Presi- 
dent of the United States, to request that he 
would recommend to the people of the United 
States a day of public Thanksgiving and 
prayer, to be observed by acknowledging, 
with grateful hearts, the many signal favors 
of Almighty God, especially by affording 
them an opportunity to establish a Consti- 
tution of government for their safety and 
happiness.” 

Harmless as this resolution seems, there 
were objections to it. In reading the Annals 
of Congress of that period, we find that 
Representative Aedanus Burke of South 
Carolina thought we should not mimic 
Europe “where they made a mere mockery 
of thanksgiving”’. 

Representative Thomas Tudor Tucker, 
also of South Carolina, argued that it was 
not the business of Congress to ask for a 
national day of Thanksgiving. hae 

“They (the people) may not be inclined 
to return thanks for a Constitution until 
they have experienced that it promotes their 
safety and happiness.” 

These objections, however, were over- 
ruled; the resolution was passed and sent to 
the Senate for concurrence. The Senate 
approved and appointed its committee to 
wait on the President. The joint committee 
was made up of Ralph Izard of South Caro 
lina and William S. Johnson of Connecticut, 
from the Senate; Elias Boudinot of New 
Jersey, Roger Sherman of Connecticut, and 
Peter Sylvester of New York, from the House. 

Washington complied with the request 
and on October 3, 1789, issued his proclama 
tion, calling for a National day of Thanks 
giving on Thursday, November 20. 

And then the document dropped out of 
sight. It apparently was misplaced or at 
tached to some private papers in the process 
of moving official records from one city to 
another when the Capitol was changed 
However, it happened, the original manu 
script was not in the official archives until 
1921 when Dr, J. C, Fitzpatrick, then Assis 
tant Chief of the Manuscripts Division of 
the Library of Congress, and now Editor of 
the forthcoming George Washington Bisen 
tennial Commission series of Washington’s 
Writings, “found’’ the proclamation. It was 
at an auction sale being held in the American 
Art Galleries of New York City, Dr, Fitz 
patrick, an expert in Washingtonia, exam 
ined the document and found it to be authen- 
tic. It was written in long hand by Wm. 
Jackson, Secretary to President Washington 
at the time, and was signed in George Wash 
ington’s bold hand, Dr, Fitzpatrick pur- 
chased the document for $300.00 for the 
Library of Congress, where it is now kept 


as a treasure. And no amount of money 
could remove it ; - 
The original Proclamation of Thanks

quested me ‘to recommend to the People of 
the United States a day of public thanks- 
giving and prayer, to be observed by ack- 
nowledging with grateful hearts the many 
signal favors of Almighty God, especially 
by affording them an opportunity to estab- 
lish a form of government for their safety 
and happiness.’ 

“Now, therefore, | do recommend and 
assign Thursday, the 26th day of November 
next, to be devoted by the People of these 
States to the service of that great and glo- 
rious Being who is the beneficent Author 
of all good that was, that is, or that will be 
That we may then unite in rendering unto 
him our sincere and humble thanks—for his 
kind care and protection of the People of 
this country previous to their becoming a 
Nation—for the signal and manifold mer- 
cies and the favorable interpositions of his 
providence, which we experienced in the 
course and conclusion of the late war—for 
the great degree of tranquility, union, and 
plenty, which we have since enjoyed—for the 
yeaceable and rational manner in which we 
ave been enabled to establish constitutions 
of government for our safety and happiness, 
and particularly the national One now lately 
instituted—for the civil and religious lib- 
erty with which we are blessed and the 
means we have of acquiring and diffusing 
useful knowledge; and in general for all the 
great and various favors which he hath been 
been pleased to confer upon us, 

“And also that we may then unite in most 
humbly offering our prayers and supplica 
tions to the great Lord and Ruler of Nations, 
and beseech him to pardon our national and 
other transgressions—to enable us _ all, 
whether in public or private stations, to 
perform our several and relative duties 
properly and punctually—to render our 
national government a blessing to all the 
People by constantly being a Government 
of wise, just, and constitutional laws, dis 
creetly and faithfully executed and obeyed 
to protect and guide all Sovereigns and Na 
tions (especially such as have shown kind 
ness to us) and to bless them with good 
Government, peace, and concord. To pro 
mote the knowledge and practice of true 
religion and virtue, and the increase of 
among them and us—and generally

impress upon the salesmen that everything 
would be all right if they kept quiet and said 
nothing; and that things had been fixed in 
this state, Connecticut and Rhode Island.” 
These arrests quickly dispelled many of the 
ugly rumors of political protection. 

The case was then brought to the attention 
of Mr. Bushnell. Mr. Crafts was assigned 
the task of conducting further investigations, 
which disclosed the participation and re 
sponsibilities of the principals involved. A 
special Grand Jury was called and 18 of the 
alleged participants in the fraud were in 
dicted. 

Four months later the case went to trial, 
In the meantime both District Attorney 
Bushnell and his assistant, Judge Crafts, had 
been working long hours and with pains 
taking care in preparing the case for prose- 
cution. Hundreds of possible witnesses were 
interviewed. The financial records and 
involved procedures were laboriously stud- 
ied and simplified for presentation to the 
Jury. 

Mr. Bushnell personally conducted the 
six weeks’ trial. Opposing him was an array 
of criminal lawyers for the defendants. 
Bushnell won over all obstacles. Those 
described by Mr. Bushnell in his argument 
as the “big shots’ were found guilty of 
conspiracy to steal. It was a case well tried 
and strikingly demonstrated the qualities 
of District Attorney Bushnell. Mr. Bushnell 
applied himself to the purpose of the prose- 
cution with an abandonment that knew no 
hours, Each day after the trial, an equal or 
greater amount of time was spent in review- 
ing the day’s testimony, interviewing wit- 
nesses, and preparing for the following day. 

In the eight years the Boston Better Busi- 
ness Bureau has been in existence, there has 
been no other stock fraud case so ably pre- 
pared and so brilliantly prosecuted. The 
Commonewalth owes District Attorney 
Bushnell a debt of gratitude. The results of 
the trial will long be remembered—particu- 
larly by other stock swindlers who will 
carefully avoid operating within the juris 
diction of District Attorney Bushnell. 

The trial has been a demonstration that 
able prosecutors can make the theiving of 
“white-collar bandits” a risky and danger- 
ous business pursuit,
